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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 11-16, drawn to a method for distinguishing WHO classified AML 

subtypes. 

Group II, claim(s) 17 and 18, drawn to a method of manufacturing a diagnostics for 
distinguishing WHO. 

Group III, claim(s) 19-21, drawn to a diagnostic kit comprising at least one marker. 
Group IV, claim(s) 22-27, drawn to an apparatus containing a reference databank and a 
reference databank. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

PCT Rule 13.2, which defines the circumstances when the requirement for unity of 
invention is met, discloses that such would be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship 
among those inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 
The same section defines special technical feature as a feature which defines a contribution which of 
each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole makes over the prior art. 
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The special technical feature has been determined to be the actual nucleic acid probes (or 
markers). However, the actual probes are which are used by Applicants are purchased from a 
commercially available product, Affymetrix™ GeneChip® (see page 34). 

While one may state that the markers are "for" distinguishing AML subtypes, a product 
cannot be examined based on its intent of use as commercially available arrays such as those from 
Affymetix™ can be used for a wide array of purposes, and novelty or unobviousness of a product 
cannot be based on its intent of use. 

Therefore, the special technical feature is not novel nor unobvious over the prior art, and the 
unity of invention is broken. 

Additional Restriction Practice to All Groups 

In addition, Applicants must elect a single AML subtype, a single expression profile from 
a single Table, and a single combination of polynucleotides for the elected single AML subtype. 

This is a restriction requirement and not a species requirement as a expression profile for 
distinguishing a particular AML subtype does not other profiles of other AML subtypes obvious. 

AppHcants are advised to amend the claims of the elected Group to become drawn to the 
elected subject matter (single AML subtype, single expression profile from a single table, and a single 
combination of polynucleotides from said single table for the said single AML subtype. 

A telephone call was not made to request an oral election to the above restriction 
requirement due to the complex nature of the requirement (MPEP § 812.01). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37
